LONDON, Saturday, April 1.—Five 
Zeppelin airships raided the eastern 
counties of England last night, accord- 
ing to an official announcement just is- 
sued.. Thus far it has been ascertained 
that about ninety bombs were dropped 
by the invaders. 

An official statement regarding the 
raid says: 

“An air raid took place last night 
over the Eastern counties, in which five 
Zeppelins are believed to have taken 
part. All the raiders crossed the coast 
at different places and time and steered 
different courses. 

“‘ At present about ninety Bombs are 
reported to have been dropped in var- 
ious localities in the eastern counties, 
but the results are not known. 

**It is further reported that hostile 
aircraft visited the northeast coast, but 
no details have yet been received.”’

By a certain hour in the evening a 
good. many thousands of people in the 
metropolitan area had an inkling that 
something was impending. When the 
theatres began turning out their au- 
diences everybody in the homegoing 
crowds seemed to know that. something 
was, so to speak, in the air. Every- 
body cast eyes up to the sky and, Bpeing 
nothing, discussed the question of the 
best means of going home—a particular- 
ly burning: question for those iiving in 
the suburbs. Usual numbers of taxi- 
cabs and omnibuses were sjvailable, but- 
there was no certainty as to railroad 
communications. 

Nevertheless the crowds of theatre- 
goers seemed to go their separate ways 
much as usual, and as calmly and 
quietly as usual. A goodly number 
made their way to the Savoy and cer- 
tain supper clubs ‘where dancing goes 
on till 12:30 A. M. 

‘“‘ Have they come?’’ was the general 
form of greeting as people met one an- 
other in the foyer of the Savoy. As 
nobody could definitely say ‘ they ”’ 
had come, or were: actually .coming, 
people went and supped and danced 
much as they have been accustomed to 
do nightly. 

There were, of course, rumors, but 
these up to midnight and later remained 
without. confirmation. ‘ 

At 1 o’clock most of London was 
sleeping peacefully, blissfully, uncon- 
scious of any raid.

Each —— has a large 
fire box, inclosed on all es by very 
thick brick and mud —— A . wood fire 
is built in thig box; burning for about 
an hour, until the temperature- in the 
box-is. about 600 degrees. ‘Then the fire 
is removed quickly; a wet cloth on a

Restaurants to be Allowed to 
Serve Only One Meat 
Dish Per Meal.

noonday meal. This rule extends to the 
rest of the luncheon menu, only one 
soup, one sweet, and one cheese being 
permitted to each guest. The dinner 
card is somewhat more lavish, but must 
also keep within a certain strictly drawn 
line.

“To my mind,’ he said, ‘' it is per- 
fectly clear that the -British “Govern- 
ment has the right to apply the doc- 
trine of continuous voyage to conditional 
contraband as well absolute. Nobody 
would quéstion our right to seize a gun 
going to the enemy, even if it were 
going through a ‘neutral port on the 
way. It is equally right to say in the 
case of conditional contraband that you 
have the legal right to seize a. cargo 
of meat if it is going through a neutral 
country to the enemy. 

“Great Britain is not making the 
slightest change. in her attitude toward 
international law. ‘We have always 
insisted on the right to apply the doc- 
trine of continuous. voyage to all con- 
traband. Under the Declaration of Lon- 
don there were. distinctly two‘ kinds of 
doctrine of continuous voyage to all 
contraband—conditionai and absolute. It 
is plain that there no longer exists any 
shade-of difference between the two, ex- 
cept that fundamental! distinction that 
conditional. contraband is seizable only 
if it is going to the enemy’s army. or 
for the use of his Government. Ab- 
solute contraband could always be seized 


f on the way; without going to the 
enemy Government or its army. 


All German Supplies Now Contraband. 


“The distinction.made between abso- 
lute and conditional contraband was en- 
tirely a proper one, but it no longer ap- 
plies. It-has ceased to be a distinction 
any longer because all goods going to 
Germany now must be regarded by any 


one with common sense as destined for 
war purposes,' The German Govern- 
ment is bending every — of national 
energy on the war. he most impor- 
tant commodjties have been taken under

‘‘The militia-are not State troops,”’ 
said Mr, Cummins. ‘ No State can or- 
ganize militia without the conserit® of 
Congress. © This bill exercises the Fed- 
eral power granted by the Constitution 
for the first time in the history of the 
Federal Government. It puts the militia 
officers. as much. under the order of the 
President as regular. officers have -al- 
ways been. It has been assumed that 
the President, when he desires to call 
on militia organizations must requisi- 
tion the Governors of the States, that 
is not so, We can give the President 
authority to issue every order to the 
militia. The regulars are regarded as 
Federal troops; the militia:as — nging 
to: the- States, but they are both i 
eral and both are under the President.”’

~VENNER SUIT WINDING UP. 


New York Central Counsel Contends 
Court Has No Jurisdiction. 


At the continuation of the trial yes- 
terday before Supreme Court Justice 
Morschauser, sitting in the Bar Asso- 
ciation rooms, of the suit brought by 
Clarence H. Venner, a broker, against 
the New York Central under the Sher- 
man and Clayton acts, to set aside the 
consolidation of the New York Central 
and: the Lake Shore Railroads, Elijah 
N, Zolirie> in concluding his final argu- 
ment for the plaintiff, asserted that a 
citizen as well as the Attorney General 
had a right to invoke the Sherman act 
to prevent a violation of the laws, be- 
cause it was-of public interest. He also 
declared that e Supreme Court had 
co-ordinate Sirieaiction with the Fed- 
eral Court. 

Ex-Jud Walter C. Noyes, of coun- 
sel for the defendant, argued that the 

laintiff had no standing in the court, 
hat no violation of the Sherman and 
Clayton acts had been established by 
‘the evidence, and that the defendant. 
had not exceeded.its power in effecting 
the consolidation. 

Prefacing his arguments with a com- 
ment on what he called thé “ ebvious 
reason ’’ for institution of the suit, Mr. 
Noyes said that counsel for the plaintiff 
had befogged the issue throughout the 
case. If the New York Central ._ had 
been guilty of an infraction of the Fed- 
eral statute it should have been prose- 
cuted .by the Attorney General and not 
by an individual, he contended. The 
purpose of the Sherman act was to pre- 
harm to the public, in. general, 
rather than any. one citizen, he main- 
tained. The suit was outside of the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court, un- 
Ser the Clayton act, he continued, »e- 

se the. atatute specifically limited it 
to ioe Federal Courts. Additional argu- 
ments weré made by William A. Ulman 
for the plaintiff, and A. H. Harris and 
Alexander H. Lyman for the defense.

HOMELY HEROES OF FRANCE 


Head of Scottish — Work 
Tells Tear-Starting Tales of, 
Nobility Bred of Suffering. | 


Mrs. Charles B. Alexander threw open 

her house; 4 West Fifty-eighth Street, 
yesterday in.the interest of the hospital 
work of the Allies,-and Miss Kathleen 
Burke, Honorary Secretary of the Scot- 
tish Women's Hospitals, which have done 
service in Belgium, Serbia, Corsica, and 
France, gave some inside history of 
the organization and its work, telling 
more of the personality of the men it 
treats than details of activities. 
. Miss Burke is a trim little woman 
with a fresh, youthful face, and a rec- 
ord as a student at Oxford and later at 
the Sorbonne. She did not give the 
impression of being a student, but of 
a healthy,’ up-to-date young woman, 
with .warm sympathies for the men 
among whom she has worked since _the 
war began, and she\made her audience 
feel it, and brought tears to their eyes, 
though she was always: cheerful and 
optimistic. | She wore: a white, uniform 
suit,: and three medals from different 
countries. She gave a little. military 
salute to each person she met. 

Some of her stories were of the first 
French unit, started in 1914 at the Ab- 
baye -de Royaumont, near Compiégne. 
It is equipped to nurse: 350 men, and has 
an X-ray ambulance, besides a fleet of 
motor ambulances driven by. women 
chauffeurs. All the work of the Scot- 
tish Women’s Hospitals is done by wo- 
men from: the head surgeon to. the 
youngest orderly. 


Call Chauffeurs Angels. © 


“The soldiers,” said Miss Burke, 
“say that the women chauffeurs, who 
drive our ambulances are angels taking 
them straight to heaven, and it must 
seem like heaven to them when they 
are washed and their wounds dressed 
and they are put to bed in fresh pa- 
jamas. How they ‘love those pajamas! 
There must always be.two pairs—one to 
wear at night and another for daytime. 

“A little brook. runs through our 
grounds, and there they go to fish 
wearing their pajamas. The fish are 
never more than three or four inches 
long, but the anglers’ code of honor 
demands that everything that is caught 
shall be eaten. 

‘The French are so good and kind to 
each other. One will ask ‘another where 
he came from, and if he finds that his 
first cousin’s wife’s grandmother onee 
lived in that place they are friends for 
life. And the men are so brave when 
having their wounds’ dressed. They 
never cry out, though’ sometimes they 
ask to have the sheets thrown over their 
faces. If the man who is suffering has 
made one of these intimate friends, the 
other will come and sit by him and give 
his hand, which. the one in pain will 
squeeze hard in his effort not to make 
@ sound. 

“The men want to be very helpful to 
us, and ‘you will see one man who has 
only his left hand holding a loaf of 
bread while one Who has only a right 
hand cuts it. 


Baby Owns the Hospital. 


‘* We have a baby in our hospital, and, 
of course, it should not be there, for 
we are strictly a military hospital, but it 
js wonderful how the military officers 
when they visit us for inspection man- 
age never to see the baby. The little 
thing was picked out of the mud, 
wounded, by one. of.our men. He was 
wounded, too, but he stoped to save the 
baby, and we never shall know how it 
all hap ned, but as he: was _ passed 
along the baby was passed with him 
and finally it reached us. Its. wound 
was dressed—it had been hit in the back 
by a shrapnel splinter, and now it 
rules the hospital. It wakens with a 
ery for its father in the morning and 
there are twenty fathers ready to look 
after it and the baby loves them all, 
but, the man who found it more than 
any of them. When I think of that 
wounded. miner stopping in his suffer- 
ing to pick up that little body buried in 
the mud I hope the child will grow up 
to the eternal honor of France and to 
the glory of its rescuer. 

‘“‘The French are not aS savage as 
their enemies. They are not fond of 
fighting for itself, and it is hard to 
make them say anything of the medals 
they have won. One man said: ‘I am 
giaa to have the medal, I am glad to 
o what I-can, ye fighting is not my 
business. I am grocer.’ 

“If I should take you to the trenches 
you would not find the men talking of 
fighting but of their families. hey 
ut some Breton soldiers into one sys- 
em of trenches and I found the other 
soldiers making fun of them. ‘We 
shall have/to widen the trenches to 
accommodate you the way you go 
—— around in them,’ ‘the Jokers 
Said,

Are 
these conspiracies lawful because labor 
is not a commodity under the law of 
Ohie and the Federal Clayton law 
which enacts that phrase? Are both 
sets of negotiators unlawful conspir- 
ators, or neither, or is there one law 
for one and another law for the other? 
The answer is simplicity itself. The 
question whether Mbor is or is not a 
comhmodity has nothing to do with 
these leading cases or with any other 
case. There is but one law regarding 
conspiracies in restraint of trade, and 
that applies equally to labor and capi- 
tal. Both are judged in the'light of 
reason, and are condemned or ac- 
quitted according to their conduct. 
The law hag been applied against com- 
binations of both capital and labor, and 
the Clayton law, being subsequent to 
the declaration of the rule of reason, 
adopts that principle of administration 
of the law. The phrase about labor 
not being a’ commodity is mere sur- 
plusage, without power to alter the 
facts either way. There is not the 
least doubt about this being true. The 
Clayton law re-enacted the Sherman 
law, and the committees of both houses 
made similar declarations that the law 
of conspiracy was unaltered. It is not 
possible for either party te the pending 
negotiations to hope to justify un- 
reasonable combinations, or other un- 
lawful acts, either under the law of the 
United States or under the law*of Ohio 
or of any other State. The matters 
involved are indubitably interstate, 
and the law which applies is the same 
as that in the Debs strike, Therefore 
it behooves the brotherhoods to walk 
warily when they are threatening the 
cpuntry with the results ofan arrest 
of communications. That is not a 
privilege of labor. No doubt a broth- 
erhood cannot be compelled to’ arbi- 
trate, nor to work if it ¢hooses not to 
work, although -the railways. have 
yielded to constraint regarding arbitra- 
tion on unjust terms, and are subject 
to the law. requiring them to maintain 
their services irrespective of any labor 
trouble. If the brotherhoods are com- 
bingtions in reasonable restraint of 
trade, all well end good.

» The monstrous Biltmore scot of the 
committee which has made Senator 
THOMPsoOW so illustrious is freshly re- 
membered. The expenses of Governor 
WHui?Man’s progress to the San Fran- 
cisco Fair and back have vainly 
stirred the curiosity of divers citizens. 
“Junket ” is the classic word for the 
official expedition of membéra of the 
Legislature. “ Progress” was the old 
term for royal and imperial excursions, 
living on the country. In another 
way, these committees live on the 
State. New York City exists to be 
bled and visited. Committees come 
down here expectantly. Counsel and 
henchmen and hangers-on get jobs. 
The large charity of “ prorating” the 
bill keeps it from bearing any too 
close relation to the facts. Members 
are charged for rooms they _never 
slept in, for food and drink they 
never had. The State is the miost 
patient of milch cows. Why bother to 
measure the yleld? Never mind how 
the bill is made up. You can't make 
it too fat, and it is sure to be paid. 

A acandalous habit, instances of 
which the Brooklyn Young Republicans 
have done well in bringing to public 
attention. Take the 1918 Senate Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Hlections, for 
example. It had just one contest to 
decide.

Congress is going to 
pass an immigration 
bill containing a para- 
graph excluding“ all 
illiterates not close 
relatives of persons here before its pas- 
sage. So much is evident. From pres- 
ent indications, alao, Congress is pre- 
paring to pass this bill again in the not 
improbable contingency of a Presiden- 
‘tial veto. 

Whether in this matter Congress more 
correctly than in some others expresses 
the opinions and desires of a majority. 
of Americans relatively as large as the 
affirmative vote given in the House is a 
question: not easily to be answered, but 
probably there is a widespread feeling 
among our more thoughtful citizens that 
some restriction should be placed on 
the great ‘wave of immigration to be 
expected after the war. Im what are 
called labor circles, devices of exclusion 
are strongly advocated in the belief that 
only thus can a lowering of wages be 
prevented.

That a literacy test is the best, or even 
a right, means of attaining this end is, 
to say the best of it, still an open ques- 
tion.

FOR A MEXICO PURCHASE. 


“To Improve the Imperial Valley and 
Help. Mexican Finances. 
To the Editor of The New York Fimea; * 
In view of the. pressing need for a s0- 
lution of the present, chaotic conditions 
in Mexico, I should like to call your at- 
tention to a movement which has se far 
had little publicity, but which may as- 
sist in setting our distracted neighbor 


on her financial], feet and will undoubt- | bri 


edly solve an urgent and baffling en- 
gineering problem on our Southwestern 
border. I refer to the two bills recently 
introduced into Congress for the pur- 
chase from Mexico of Lower Calltornts 
and the Imperial Valley. 

Strong commercial and political sas 
sons that I cannot here enter into in de- 
tail dictate the purchase of the- entire 

peninsula of Lower California, if Mexico 
can be persuaded to sell; but conditions 
of the utmost urgency and practical ex- 
pediency would almost justify us in 
compelling the sale of the Imperial Val- 
ley. Nature has accomplished for the 
valley what man and his dykes have 
done for Holland. Hons ago the Colo- 
rado entered the sea far above its pres- 
ent mouth, but the silt of ages built a 
dam across. the gulf. Then the river 
carved out a néw channel, leaving the 
water collected behind the dam to dry 
up rapidly under the burning sun. The 
final result was 1,200,000 acres of land 
many feet below the level of beth thg¢ 
sea and the river, comparabie in rich- 
ness of soil, ease of irrigation, and the 
blessings of climate only with such fa- 
vored regions as the deltas of the Nile 
and the Euphrates. Half of the area, 
the poorer half, lies in the southeastern 
corner of California, and though unin- 
habited in 1900 now supports a rapidly 
increasing population of 50,000. y

be utterly ruined and-e million acres 
-of the best land on earth be permanently 
lost to tillage if the United States does 
not soon acquire the Mexican: half of 
the territory.

Overruling a protest by John L. Van- 
diver, Philadelphia, the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers yesterday in a majority 
decision hela that @ Collector of Cus- 
toms canot assess merchandise at a less

ury. Judge Waite held in his decision, 
coincided: in’ by Judge Hay, that the 
action of the Sécretary was not subject 
to review by the board.
